SHEVCHENKO  LECTURE 

The  1981  Shevchenko  lecture,  presented  by 
the  Ukrainian  Professional  and  Business  Club 
of  Edmonton  and  organized  by  the  Institute, 
was  held  on  3 March  at  the  University  of  Alber- 
ta. Dr.  Vasyl  Markus,  professor  of  political 
science  at.  Loyola  University  in  Chicago,  spoke 
on  "Church  and  State  in  Kievan  Rus ' -Ukraine . " 

Dr.  Markus  surveyed  the  ecclesiastical 
and  dynastic  literature  of  medieval  Ukraine, 
including  Ilarion's  "Sermon  on  Law  and  Grace" 
and  Volodymyr  Monomakh's  testament,  to  esta- 
blish the  model  of  church-state  relations  de- 
sired by  the  "new  Christian  Commonwealth  on 
the  banks  of  the  Dnieper."  He  discovered  that 
Kievan  Rus '-Ukraine  attempted  to  avoid  both 
deviations  from  the  Christian  ideal  of  harmony 
between  temporal  and  ecclesiastical  authori- 
ties: Byzantine  Caesaropapism  and  the  Roman 

papacy's  efforts  to  assert  primacy  in  the  poli- 
tical sphere.  The  Kievan  church  and  state  strove 
to  maintain  harmony  ( symphonia ) . In  this  they 
were  largely  successful,  since  no  serious  con- 
flicts upset  the  balance  between  the  religious 
and  political  spheres.  Kiev's  success  was  pro- 
bably due  to  its  distance  from  Constantinople 
and  its  contacts  with  the  West,  which  counter- 
acted the  latent  Caesaropapism  of  the  Byzantine 
tradition.  By  contrast,  the  Muscovite  state 
which  developed  later  reduced  the  church  to 
subservience . 


INTERPROVINCIAL  WORKSHOP  ON  UKRAINIAN 
SUMMER  SCHOOL 

On  5 February  a second  workshop  was  held 
in  Saskatoon  to  develop  the  basis  for  an 
interprovincial  Ukrainian  Summer  School. 

Besides  the  CIUS  director,  the  following 
invited  participants,  all  with  experience 
in  offering  pedagogical  courses  to  teachers 
at  the  University  level,  attended:  Mrs.  Sonia 

Cipywnyk,  Mrs.  Roma  Franko  (University  of 
Saskatchewan);  Mrs.  Patricia  Sembaliuk 
(Edmonton  Public  School  Board);  Mrs.  Stephania 
Yurkiwsky  (Manitoba  Education) ; and  Mr.  George 
Zerebecky  (Saskatchewan  Education) . 

Mrs.  Yurkiwsky  reported  on  the  successful 
pilot  summer  immersion-methodology  course 
which  she  co-ordinated,  10-22  August  1980.  The 
course,  held  at  St.  Andrew's  College,  Univer- 
sity of  Manitoba,  was  attended  by  sixteen 
students  on  bursaries  provided  by  Manitoba's 
Department  of  Education. 

Plans  are  underway  to  offer  a course 
through  the  University  of  Saskatchewan's 
Faculty  of  Education  on  teaching  Ukrainian  in 
a cultural  context,  which  would  accommodate 
elementary  and  secondary  teachers  in  bilingual 
and  core  Ukrainian  programmes.  The  social 
studies  (history  and  geography),  children's 
literature  and  music  were  suggested  as  the 
three  priority  areas.  Mrs.  Franko  agreed  to 
co-ordinate  the  course. 


SLAVIC  STUDIES  IN  MANITOBA 

In  the  second  semester  of  the  1980-1 
academic  year  the  Department  of  Slavic  Studies 
at  the  University  of  Manitoba  and  the  Ukrainian 
Students'  Literary  Circle  held  three  seminars. 

On  28  January  the  Toronto-based  writer  and  trans- 
lator Marco  Carynnyk  spoke  on  "The  Ukrainian 
Holocaust  of  1933:  Causes,  Course  and  Conse- 
quences." The  following  day  a poetry  reading 
was  held  and  on  1 February,  a discussion  took 
place  in  Ukrainian  on  the  "Sources  for  the 
Study  of  the  Ukrainian  Famine." 


HURI-CIUS  DISCUSSIONS 

During  his  recent  visit  to  Edmonton,  Dr. 
Omeljan  Pritsak,  director  of  Harvard  Ukrainian 
Research  Institute,  met  with  CIUS  staff  to 
exchange  information  and  to  discuss  joint  pub- 
lications and  other  areas  of  possible  collabo- 
ration between  the  two  institutes.  CIUS  staff 
attending  the  meeting  were  Dr.  Manoly  Lupul, 
Director,  Dr.  John-Paul  Himka,  Bohdan  Krawchenko 
and  Frances  Swyripa. 
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UKRAINIAN  PROGRAMMES  IN  THE  DEPARTMENT  OF 
SLAVIC  LANGUAGES  - UNIVERSITY  OF  ALBERTA 


Ukrainian  language  courses  were  first 
introduced  at  the  University  of  Alberta  in  1960, 
by  what  was  then  the  Department  of  Modern 
Languages;  and  the  study  of  Ukrainian  litera- 
ture was  inaugurated  the  following  year.  Since 
then,  and  particularly  since  1964,  when  the 
department  became  a separate  unit,  the  course 
offerings  have  multiplied;  there  are  now  four 
full-year  and  thirty-eight  single-term  courses 
in  the  calendar.  Following  language  and  litera- 
ture, specialist  courses  in  Ukrainian  linguis- 
tics were  first  offered  in  1966,  and  the  first 
course  in  Ukrainian  folklore  was  taught  in  1977. 
The  department  is  unique  in  North  America  in 
offering  programmes  of  study  in  Ukrainian  folk- 
lore from  the  B.A.  to  the  Ph.D.  levels. 

The  University  of  Alberta  has  three  B.A. 
programmes:  the  three-year  B.A.  (General)  and 

the  four-year  B.A.  (Special)  and  B.A.  (Honours). 
Undergraduates  in  the  general  and  special  pro- 
grammes have  two  subjects  of  concentration 
(known  as  "majors"  elsewhere)  and  various  se- 
quences of  courses  may  be  adopted  by  students 
who  choose  to  concentrate  in  Ukrainian.  A 
B.A.  Special  student,  for  example,  might  typi- 
cally take  two  years  of  Ukrainian  language  and 
in  his  or  her  last  two  years  choose  six  single- 
term courses  from  a selection  comprising  seven 
Ukrainian  literature,  three  Ukrainian  linguis- 
tics and  four  Ukrainian  folklore  courses. 
(Because  of  staffing  problems,  many  of  these 
senior  undergraduate  courses  are  offered  only 
once  every  other  year;  however  if  a course  is 
required  for  a student's  programme,  then  it  is 
taught  - even  if  the  class  is  under-enrolled  or 
if  the  professor  is  overloaded  with  teaching.) 

The  same  selection  of  senior  courses  is  of 
course  available  to  B.A.  (Honours)  students  who 
specialize  in  Ukrainian;  since  their  programmes 
are  more  intensive,  however,  they  often  also 
take  some  graduate  courses.  In  fact,  there  are 
a number  of  different  options  for  honours  stu- 
dents in  Ukrainian;  for  example,  some  may  have 
Ukrainian  as  their  first  subject  and  an  entirely 
different  area  (such  as  drama  or  political 
science)  as  their  second;  others  may  be  in 
"Slavic  Languages"  with  a major  in  Ukrainian 
and  a minor  in  Polish,  Russian  or  Slavics; 
others  again  may  have  a special  programme  in 
East  European  and  Soviet  studies  with  Ukrainian 


serving  as  the  core;  there  are  numerous  possi- 
bilities. Within  each  honours  programme  there 
is  some  degree  of  latitude,  allowing  individuals 
to  emphasize  the  study  of  literature,  linguis- 
tics, or  folklore. 

The  first  M.A.  thesis  on  a Ukrainian  topic 
was  written  in  1963,  and  the  total  now  stands 
at  eighteen:  twelve  theses  have  been  written  on 
literary  topics,  four  on  linguistic  subjects 
and  two  on  folklore.  Of  the  six  Ukrainian  M.A. 
students  now  enrolled,  two  are  specializing  in 
literature,  two  in  folklore,  and  two  in  linguis- 
tics. Whatever  the  specialization,  students  in 
the  M.A.  programme  take  a minimum  of  six  single- 
term courses,  and  must  write  and  defend  a thesis. 
Of  the  six  minimal  courses,  normally  two  are 
taken  in  a non-specialist  area  - a linguistics 
specialist  for  example,  takes  two  courses  in 
literature,  and  vice-versa.  Graduate  offerings 
in  Ukrainian  now  comprise  six  courses  in  litera- 
ture, four  in  linguistics  and  three  in  folklore; 
but  in  addition  there  is  a "variable  content 
course"  which  has  at  one  time  or  another  covered 
all  three  specialist  areas. 

Two  Ph.D.  programmes  (in  Slavic  languages 
and  literatures,  and  in  Slavic  linguistics) 
were  approved  in  1971.  Specific  programmes  in 
Ukrainian  folklore  (basically  oral  literature) 
were  set  up  in  1977.  There  are  two  students 
in  the  Ukrainian  literature  Ph.D.  programme  at 
present.  The  minimal  requirements  for  students 
holding  the  equivalent  of  the  M.A.  degree  are: 
eight  single-term  courses  in  the  major  subject 
and  two  in  a minor;  a candidacy  examination, 
with  written  and  oral  examinations  in  six  dif- 
ferent areas;  and  the  defence  of  a written 
dissertation . 

A great  many  instructors  have  been  involved 
in  the  Ukrainian  programmes  over  the  last  twenty 
years.  At  present,  the  permanent  teaching  staff 
in  the  department  who  are  involved  in  Ukrainian 
are:  Dr.  T.R.  Carlton  (Ukrainian  language  and 

linguistics);  Dr.  A.  Hornjatkevyc  (Ukrainian 
language,  linguistics  and  literature);  Dr.  B. 
Medwidsky  (Ukrainian  folklore,  language  and 
linguistics);  Dr.  P.  Rolland  (medieval  Ukrai- 
nian literature);  Dr.  Y.  Slavutych  (Ukrainian 
language  and  literature);  and  Dr.  0.  Zujewskyj 
(Ukrainian  literature) . 

The  Department  of  Slavic  Languages  publishes 
its  own  Guide  to  Undergraduate  Courses  and  Guide 
for  Graduate  Students  every  year.  They  will  be 
pleased  to  send  copies  of  these  brochures,  which 
describe  the  programmes  in  greater  detail  and 
include  extensive  descriptions  of  all  the  courses, 
to  interested  persons. 
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DR.  MAGOCSI  OPENS  UKRAINIAN  WEEK 

From  9-14  February  the  University  of 
Toronto  Ukrainian  Students  Club  held  its 
second  annual  "Ukrainian  Week."  In  a series 
of  seminars,  art  exhibits,  musical  programmes 
and  social  gatherings,  the  students  presented 
various  aspects  of  contemporary  Ukrainian 
culture  to  a large  university  and  community 
audience . 

"Ukrainian  Week"  began  with  an  inaugural 
ceremony  at  St.  Vladimir's  Institute  on  the 
university  campus.  Proceedings  were  opened  by 
Dr.  Paul  R.  Magocsi,  associate  professor  in 
the  Chair  of  Ukrainian  Studies,  who  was  intro- 
duced and  warmly  welcomed  by  Michael  Maryn, 
former  president  of  the  Students  Club. 


EXTRAMURAL  PROGRAMME  EXPANDS  IN  1980-1 

In  1980-1  the  Institute  once  again  ran  a 
successful  extramural  programme.  In  addition 
to  continuing  the  established  travel  lecture 
series  in  neighbouring  provinces,  it  also 
opened  up  new  territory  in  the  Edmonton  area. 
Response  to  these  ventures  has  been  positive. 

Over  the  past  year  Institute  staff  members 
brought  a second  "historical  and  political" 
series  to  communities  in  Victoria,  Vancouver, 
Kamloops,  Kelowna  and  Calgary.  Dr.  John-Paul 
Himka  opened  the  1980-1  programme  with  a lec- 
ture on  "Ukrainians  and  Jews:  Village  Roots 

of  Ethnic  Conflict."  He  was  followed  by 
Frances  Swyripa,  who  spoke  on  "Ukrainian 
Immigrants  Under  the  Union  Jack:  First  Con- 

tacts"; Bohdan  Krawchenko,  whose  lecture  was 
entitled  "One  Day  in  the  Life  of  a Soviet 
Ukrainian  Citizen";  and  David  Marples,  who 
presented  a paper  on  "Village  Life  in  Western 
Ukraine  After  the  Second  World  War."  Dr.  Ma- 
noly  Lupul  provided  an  assessment  of  the 
Ukrainian-Canadian  community  in  the  final 
lecture  of  the  series. 

The  prairie  travel  lecture  tour  in  1980-1 
included  the  cities  of  Thunder  Bay,  Brandon, 
Yorkton,  Regina  and  Saskatoon.  A "cultural" 
series  featured  the  following  speakers  and 
topics:  Dr.  Andrij  Hornjatkevyc  discussed 

"Contemporary  Ukrainian  Culture,"  Chrystia 
Chomiak  presented  a paper  on  "Art  and  Ukrai- 
nian-Canadian Ethnicity,"  Roman  Onufrijchuk 
introduced  "Ukrainian  Folk  Ritual  Theatre," 

Dr.  Myroslav  Shkandrij  spoke  on  "Ukrainian  Art 
in  the  1920s"  and  Radomir  Bilash  examined 
"Ukrainian-Canadian  Ethnography . " 


Two  modified  versions  of  the  travel  lec- 
ture series  were  offered  in  centres  in  the 
Edmonton  area.  For  the  second  year  a three- 
week  lecture  course  was  held  in  Red  Deer  at 
the  request  of  the  Red  Deer  Ukrainian  Canadian 
Club;  this  year's  theme  was  "Being  Ukrainian 
Canadian:  Catching  Up  with  the  Culture"  and 

Chrystia  Chomiak,  Bohdan  Zajcew  and  Sandra 
Thomson  were  the  speakers.  A non-credit  adult 
education  course  was  also  sponsored  in  Myrnam, 
with  Dr.  Andrij  Hornjatkevyc,  Roman  Petryshyn, 
Bohdan  Krawchenko  and  Dr.  Manoly  Lupul 
addressing  different  issues  under  the  umbrella 
theme  "The  Ukrainian  Experience." 

Working  in  co-operation  with  the  Faculty 
of  Extension  at  the  University  of  Alberta,  the 
Institute  added  two  adult  education  courses  to 
its  Edmonton  calendar  for  1980-1.  In  November 

1980  a weekend  workshop  on  "Ukrainian  Christ- 
mas Traditions"  attracted  a full  registration 
and  saw  Dr.  Andrij  Hornjatkevyc,  Roman  Onufrij- 
chuk, Dr.  Zenia  Hawrysh,  Rev.  Meletius  Solovey 
and  Radomir  Bilash  conduct  sessions  on 
carolling,  symbolism,  foods,  theology  and 
customs  in  transition,  respectively.  In  March 

1981  Dr.  John-Paul  Himka  and  Frances  Swyripa 

taught  a five-session  course,  "Ukrainian 
Origins:  Researching  Family  History,"  which 

proved  to  be  very  popular.

GRANTS  AWARDED 

Mr.  Alexander  Motyl  of  Sunnyside,  New 
York,  has  been  awarded  $12,750  U.S.  for  the 
year  1981-2  to  prepare  the  third  and  fourth 
volumes  of  the  diary  of  the  Ukrainian  author, 
playwright  and  politician,  Volodymyr  Vynny- 
chenko.  Volumes  three  and  four  will  cover  the 
years  1926-8  and  1929-31  respectively.  The 
volumes  will  encompass  post-revolutionary 
Ukraine  and  Russia,  the  life  and  political  and 
literary-philosophical  activity  of  Vynnychenko 
himself,  and  the  Ukrainian  emigration  of  the 
1920s  and  1930s. 

Dr.  Jerry  Petryshyn  of  Grande  Prairie 
Regional  College,  Alberta,  has  been  awarded  a 
further  $8,000  for  the  preparation  of  the 
first  volume  of  his  manuscript  "History  of 
Ukrainians  in  Canada  (1891-1914)."  He  also 
received  $4,370  to  engage  a research  assistant 
during  the  summer  months  to  consult  the  archi- 
val materials  in  Saskatoon,  Toronto  and 
Ottawa  for  the  second  volume.  Volume  two  will 
cover  the  years  1914-39  and  focus  on  political 
developments  within  the  Ukrainian  community 
organizations .

EDMONTON 


DR.  MYROSLAV  SHKANDRI J 

On  27  January  1981  Myroslav  Shkandri j , 
instructor  in  Germanic  and  Slavic  studies  at 
the  University  of  Calgary,  presented  the  fifth 
Institute  seminar  entitled  "Mykola  Khvyliovy's 
Political  Crisis,  1927-8." 

In  the  mid-1920s  the  Soviet  Ukrainian 
author  Mykola  Khvyliovy  urged  Ukrainian  writers 
to  reject  Russian  influences  and  orient  them- 
selves toward  West  European  culture.  In  an  un- 
published brochure  entitled  "Ukraine  or  Little 
Russia,"  Khvyliovy  accused  the  Ukrainian  Com- 
munist party  leadership  of  being  Russian  and 
Russified  and  called  Moscow  "the  centre  of  all- 
Union  philistinism."  The  party  apparatus  res- 
ponded by  attacking  Khvyliovy,  the  writers' 
organization  he  inspired  (VAPLITE)  and  the 
former  Borotbist  Oleksander  Shumsky,  who  as 
commissar  of  education  had  sharply  criticized 
the  party's  cultural  policy. 

In  December  1927  Khvyliovy  travelled  to 
Berlin,  Vienna  (where  he  discussed  the  situa- 
tion in  Ukraine  with  Roman  Rosdolsky)  and  Paris 
(where  he  met  with  Illia  Borshchak) . At  that 
time  the  Khvyliovy-Shumsky  opposition  in 
Ukraine  was  well  nigh  broken.  It  had  only  one 
trump  card  left:  support  within  the  Communist 
Party  of  Western  Ukraine  (CPWU) . In  January 
1928  the  CPWU  arranged  discussions  with 
Khvyliovy  in  Gdansk.  Khvyliovy  criticized  the 
national  policy  of  the  Communist  Party  (Bolshe- 
vik) of  Ukraine,  and  the  CPWU  representative, 
Roman  Turiansky,  agreed  with  the  criticism. 

The  nationally-oriented  element  in  the  CPWU 
was  prepared  to  split  with  the  rest  of  the 
party  and  invited  Khvyliovy  to  join  them. 
Khvyliovy  considered  their  proposition,  but 
ultimately  decided  to  return  to  the  Ukrainian 
SSR.  On  22  February  1928  Khvyliovy  wrote  a 
letter  of  recantation  for  Komunist  and  soon 
thereafter  returned  to  Kharkiv.  In  June  he  was 
forced  to  make  further  recantations  and  de- 
nounced his  former  allies,  including  Shumsky, 
whose  ideas,  he  said,  "do  not  differ  in  the 
least  from  those  of  national  socialism,"  and 
the  CPWU,  to  whom  he  proposed  they  form  "a 
club  for  suicides." 


Khvyliovy  himself  committed  suicide 
in  1933. 

DR.  OMELJAN  PRITSAK 

The  director  of  the  Ukrainian  Research 
Institute  at  Harvard  University,  Omeljan 
Pritsak,  offered  the  sixth  Institute  seminar 
on  20  February;  his  topic  was  "The  Year  1320." 

The  preconditions  for  the  collapse  of  the 
only  surviving  Ukrainian  state,  the  Galician- 
Volhynian  Kingdom,  were  established  by  the 
year  1320.  The  kingdom's  heir  apparent,  Volo- 
dymyr,  was  killed  by  the  Lithuanian  Grand 
Duke  Gedymin  in  the  late  fall  of  1319.  This 
came  as  a relief  to  the  king  of  Hungary, 
Charles  Robert  of  Anjou,  whose  malcontent 
traditional  nobility  had  been  making  overtures 
to  the  Galician  ruler.  Charles  Robert  took 
advantage  of  the  situation  to  help  Wladyslaw 
Lokietek  crown  himself  king  of  Poland  in 
January  1320  (prior  to  this  date  Poland  had 
not  been  a recognized  kingdom) . In  addition 
to  this  sequence  of  events,  certain  long-term 
factors  had  also  weakened  Galicia-Volhynia: 
its  exclusion  from  the  twelfth- century  re- 
naissance that  revolutionized  Catholic 
Europe  and  its  adoption  of  the  culturally 
limiting  Slavonic  rite. 

DR.  VASYL  MARKUS 

On  2 March  the  1981  Shevchenko  lecturer, 
Vasyl  Markus  of  Loyola  University,  author  of 
L 'Ukraine  sovietique  dans  ies  relations  inter- 
nationales  et  son  status  en  droit  internatio- 
nal (Paris,  1956),  presented  a seminar  en- 
titled "Observations  on  the  International 
Legal  Status  of  Soviet  Ukraine." 

Dr.  Markus  referred  to  a controversy 
that  erupted  concerning  his  entry,  "Mizhna- 
rodnyi  pravnyi  status  Ukrainy,"  in  volume  4 
of  the  Entsyklo'pediia  ukrainoznavstva.  He 
reaffirmed  that  from  the  point  of  view  of 
international  law,  Soviet  Ukraine  is  the 
successor  to  the  Ukrainian  People's  Republic 
of  1917-20.  He  emphasized  that  a state  con- 
tinues to  exist  in  spite  of  changes  of  regime 
and  structure  (e.g.,  the  transformation  of  a 
monarchy  into  a republic) . The  early  Soviet 
regimes  in  Ukraine,  furthermore,  saw  them- 
selves as  rival  governments  of  the  same  state. 

With  the  creation  of  the  Soviet  Union  in 
1923  the  Ukrainian  republic  lost  its  status  as 
a separate  subject  of  international  law.  In 
the  wake  of  the  Second  World  War,  however, 
Ukraine  has  resumed  some  of  its  legal  func- 
tions. In  particular,  by  gaxning  a seat  in 
the  United  Nations  in  1945,  Ukraine  regained 
a limited,  but  real,  status  as  an  interna- 
tional personality.

DR.  BORIS  SCHNEIDER 

The  first  seminar  of  the  winter  term  1981 
was  presented  by  Boris  Schneider,  instructor 
in  Ukrainian  and  early  Russian  literature  at 
the  University  of  Ottawa,  who  spoke  in  Ukrai- 
nian on  "Instytut  literatury  im.  Shevchenka 
Akademii  nauk  URSR,  spohady  naukovtsia."  Dr. 
Schneider  outlined  the  structure  and  organiza- 
tion of  the  Shevchenko  Institute  and  the 
character  of  its  work.  He  gave  an  account  of 
the  past  generations  of  literary  scholars  who 
worked  there  and  recalled  various  episodes, 
events,  meetings  and  speeches  which  illustrated 
the  day-to-day  life  of  the  institute  and 
revealed  its  "laboratory."  Unfortunately,  the 
need  to  conform  to  official  ideology  consider- 
ably restricted  opportunities  for  objective 
research. 


LUBOMYR  Y . LUCIUK 

On  9 February  Lubomyr  Y.  Luciuk,  Ph.D. 
candidate  in  the  Department  of  Geography  at 
the  University  of  Alberta,  presented  a paper 
entitled  "Ukrainians  in  Canada  as  Enemy- 
Aliens  . " 

The  paper,  which  dealt  with  the  incarce- 
ration of  Austro-Hungarian  citizens  in  Canada 
between  1914  and  1920,  was  based  on  documen- 
tary materials  drawn  from  the  Public  Archives 
of  Canada.  Mr.  Luciuk  pointed  out  the  injus- 
tices that  were  perpetuated  against  many 
Ukrainians  and  other  Slavs  during  this  period, 
but  noted  that  many  prominent  officials  con- 
demned the  injustices  committed  as  a conse- 
quence of  xenophobia  and  ignorance.  The 
speaker  used  his  knowledge  of  the  first  per- 
manent camp,  at  Fort  Henry,  Kingston,  Ontario, 
to  point  out  the  many  questions  that  confront 
the  student  of  the  Internment  Operations.  How 
many  of  those  jailed  were  Ukrainians  or  of 
other  Slavic  backgrounds?  What  were  their 
political,  socio-economic  and  class  backgrounds? 
What  official  and  non-official  criteria  were 
used  to  select  individuals  for  internment  as 
opposed  to  registration? 

DR.  LINDA  DEUTSCHMANN 

Linda  Deutschmann,  a Toronto  sociologist 
specializing  in  Canadian  ethnic  groups,  gave 
a paper  on  23  February  entitled  "WASPS  in 
Canada:  A Dominant  Group  in  Decline?" 


Dr.  Deutschmann  focused  on  the  changing 
position  of  the  WASPS  (White  Anglo-Saxon 
Protestants)  relative  to  other  cultural  and 
national-origin  groups  in  Canada's  "mosaic." 

The  main  historical  features  that  had  given 
WASPS  a position  of  unchallenged  cultural 
dominance  in  "English"  Canada  by  the  late 
1800s  were  outlined.  It  was  observed  that 
all  the  material  and  ideological  bases  of  this 
dominance  have  now  been  eliminated  or  seriously 
eroded.  Consequently,  only  the  elite  members 
of  the  WASPS  — those  who  have  managed  to 
retain  their  power  — remain  specially 
privileged . 

The  middle-class  majority  of  WASPS  have 
long  escaped  academic  attention  and  have 
shown  no  interest  in  studying  their  own  group. 
They  have  been  subjected  to  considerable 
unwarranted  vilification  and  stereotyping  by 
outsiders.  The  results  of  pioneer  limited- 
scope  survey-and-laboratory  research  on 
middle-class  native-born  Canadians  of  British- 
Protestant  ancestry  were  presented.  The 
latter  group  lacked  network  connections  to  the 
WASP  elite  and  strategic  positions  in  the 
economic  or  voluntary  group  areas.  They 
feared  the  loss  of  their  cultural  heritage  in 
the  face  of  modernization  and  the  influence 
of  other  cultural  groups,  but  were  too  apathe- 
tic to  protect  it.  WASPS  who  had  learned  a 
second  language  and/or  had  befriended  persons 
of  another  ethnic  group  were  more  open  to 
multicultural  concepts.  The  subject  requires 
further  study. 


DR.  GEORGE  S.  N.  LUCKY J 

The  fourth  seminar  on  9 March  was  given 
by  CIUS  associate  director  G.  S.  N.  Luckyj , 
professor  of  Ukrainian  and  Russian  literature 
at  the  University  of  Toronto,  on  the  topic 
"Panteleimon  Kulish  and  the  Dilemma  of  Natio- 
nal Culture." 

Having  briefly  surveyed  Kulish 's  origins, 
education  and  early  activities.  Dr.  Luckyj 
concentrated  on  the  Kievan  period,  when  Kulish 
was  involved  in  the  Brotherhood  of  SS.  Cyril 
and  Methodius.  Kulish's  meetings  with  Shev- 
chenko and  Kostomarov  led  him  to  ever-increas- 
ing literary  and  scholarly  activity.  An 
exponent  of  Ukrainian  romanticism,  he  under- 
went a serious  crisis  as  a result  of  his  arrest 
and  trial  in  1847.  After  returning  from  exile, 
Kulish  reached  his  fulfillment  as  a scholar 
and  prose  writer.  He  had  close  ties  with  the 
Russian  Slavophiles  and  held  that  Ukrainian 
literature  should  complement  Russian  culture. 
After  holding  a government  position  in  Warsaw 
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in  the  mid-1860s,  Kulish  became  further  alie- 
nated from  the  Ukrainian  community,  and  after 
1878  his  ties  with  Ukrainian  intellectuals 
became  very  tenuous.  The  last  fifteen  years 
of  his  life  were  spent  on  a kh,utir,  where  he 
was  engaged  in  translating  the  Bible  and  wes- 
tern-European  classics  into  Ukrainian. 

Kulish's  contribution  to  Ukrainian  culture 
is  unquestionable,  yet  his  influence  was  never 
strong.  A controversial  figure  who  started 
out  as  a fierce  defender  of  Ukrainian  culture, 
he  was  hated  by  the  populists  and  venerated 
by  some  modernists  and  by  Mykola  Khvylovy. 

The  dilemma  of  national  culture  is  displayed 
in  the  contrast  between  the  early,  openly 
nationalistic  Kulish  and  the  later  kultumyk3 
to  whom  culture  has  no  political  dimensions. 
Throughout  his  life,  Ukrainian  history  was  a 
major  preoccupation,  but  in  the  end  he  rejected 
it  as  inimical  to  a true  culture. 


DR.  IHOR  STEBELSKY 

On  23  March  Ihor  Stebelsky,  associate 
professor  of  geography  at  the  University  of 
Windsor,  presented  an  illustrated  lecture  on 
the  "Migration  of  Ukrainians  to  Siberia  Before 
1917."  With  the  aid  of  maps  and  photographs. 
Dr.  Stebelsky  described  the  patterns  and 
process  of  migration  as  revealed  by  the  data 
collected  for  the  period  1896  and  1914.  He 
assessed  the  estimates  of  how  many  Ukrainians 
participated  in  the  great  Siberian  migration 
(about  two  million  in  the  two  decades  studied), 
weighed  the  factors  that  may  have  affected  the 
results  of  such  estimates,  and  identified  those 
areas  requiring  further  analysis.  He  reported 
his  preliminary  findings  on  the  nature  of 
Ukrainian  settlements  in  Siberia  and  commented 
on  its  role  in  the  retention  of  Ukrainian 
ethnicity.  Support  of  his  research  by  CIUS 
was  gratefully  acknowledged. 

YURY  BOSHYK 

On  6 April  Yury  Boshyk,  instructor  in 
Ukrainian  studies  at  the  University  of  Toronto 
discussed  "The  Generation  of  1917:  The  Poli- 

tical Education  of  Ukrainian  Social  Democrats 
Before  the  Revolution."  The  speaker  argued 
that  the  crucial  political  experience  of  the 
generation  of  1917  took  place  during  1900-7, 
the  period  in  which  most  major  Ukrainian 
political  parties  were  formed.  Even  though 
the  tsarist  government  repressed  all  political 
opposition  and  political  parties  after  1907 
(in  the  Ukrainian  case  until  1917) , Ukrainian 
political  parties  had  within  a short  period  of 
time  changed  the  nature  and  content  of  the 
Ukrainian  national  movement.  Although  the 
subsequent  growth  of  Ukrainian  nationalism 
took  place  without  the  participation  of 


Ukrainian  political  parties,  clearly  formu- 
lated political  demands  (supported  by  several 
social  classes  and  groups  throughout  Ukraine) 
remained  integral  to  Ukrainian  nationalism. 
Social  democracy,  represented  by  a new  gene- 
ration calling  itself  "Young  Ukraine"  and 
organized  in  the  Revolutionary  Ukrainian 
Party  and  the  Ukrainian  Social  Democratic 
Labour  Party,  played  the  major  role  in  this 
historic  evolution  to  political  maturity.

DR.  ANDRIJ  HORN JATKE VY C 

Andrij  Hornjatkevyc  recently  published 
"Ukrainskyi  pravopys:  1928  vs.  1960," 

Journal  of  Ukrainian  Studies , 8 (1980):  15- 

32.  Between  January  and  March  1981  Dr. 
Hornjatkevyc^  delivered  the  majority  of  the 
lectures  of  the  non-credit  course  "The  Icon 
in  Ukrainian  and  Russian  Culture."  He  was 
joined  by  Drs.  John-Paul  Himka,  Harry  Wohl- 
farth  and  Myroslav  Shkandrij . The  course 
was  sponsored  by  the  Faculty  of  Extension, 
the  Institute  and  the  Department  of  Slavic 
Languages  of  the  University  of  Alberta. 

Dr.  Hornjatkevyc  has  joined  the  editorial 
staff  of  Bandura , a musicological-literary 
quarterly  devoted  to  the  study  of  the  bandura. 
Issue  No.  1 (1981)  carried  his  article  "Chy 
spravdi  kobzarske  mystetstvo?" 


DR.  BORIS  SCHNEIDER 

Boris  Schneider  has  been  appointed 
instructor  of  Ukrainian  language  and  litera- 
ture in  the  Department  of  Modern  Languages, 
University  of  Ottawa.  Dr.  Schneider,  who 
attained  his  doctorate  at  the  Shevchenko 
Ukrainian  Institute  of  Literature  (Academy 
of  Sciences,  Ukrainian  SSR) , worked  for 
many  years  at  Sumy  Pedagogical  Institute  and 
at  the  University  of  Freiburg  in  West  Germany. 
He  has  authored  many  scholarly  works,  pub- 
lished mainly  in  Kiev  and  Moscow.  In  the 
forthcoming  academic  year,  he  will  teach  the 
following  courses:  "The  Methodology  of 

Teaching  Slavic  Literature,"  "Modernism  in 
Ukrainian  Literature,"  "Ukrainian  Prose  of 
the  Soviet  Period"  and  in  addition,  will 
hold  individual  tutorials  for  graduate 
students . 
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BOHDAN  KRAWCHENKO 

On  13  January  1981  Bohdan  Krawchenko 
presented  a seminar  on  "The  Working  Class  in 
Ukraine  on  the  Eve  of  the  1917  Revolution"  at 
the  Division  of  East  European  Studies,  Univer- 
sity of  Alberta.  Mr.  Krawchenko  recently  visited 
California  where  he  gave  a paper  on  "Changes  in 
Nationality  and  Socialist  Composition  of  the 
Communist  Party  of  Ukraine,  1922-1970"  at  the 
annual  conference  of  the  Western  Social  Science 
Association  in  San  Diego. 


DR.  BOHDAN  R.  BOCIURKIW 

On  5 November  1980  Bohdan  R.  Bociurkiw 
presented  a paper  on"' Progressive  Catholics' 
in  the  Soviet  Bloc"  at  the  National  Convention 
of  the  American  Association  for  the  Advance- 
ment of  Slavic  Studies  in  Philadelphia.  Dr. 
Bociurkiw  also  read  a paper  on  "The  Soviet 
Image  of  Islam"  at  an  international  seminar 
held  by  the  Organization  of  Islamic  Conference 
at  UNESCO  in  Paris,  from  4 to  6 December  1980. 


YAROSLAV  HARCHUN 

Yaroslav  Harchun,  graduate  student  and 
assistant  with  the  Department  of  Modern 
Languages,  University  of  Ottawa,  recently 
received  a Canada  Council  award  to  carry  out 
research  toward  a doctoral  dissertation  on 
the  theme  "French  loan-words  in  modern 
literary  Ukrainian.  Principles  of  phonetic 
and  morphological  adaptation." 


DR.  JOHN-PAUL  HIMKA 

John-Paul  Himka  has  been  invited  to  teach 
a course  on  twentieth-century  Ukraine  at  Har- 
vard Summer  School.  He  has  also  been  nominated 
by  the  International  Research  and  Exchanges 
Board  for  a six-month  fellowship  in  Soviet 
Ukraine  beginning  in  January  1982.  He  recently 
published  a review  article  "Leonid  Plyushch: 
The  Ukrainian  Marxist  Resurgent,"  Journal  of 
Ukrainian  Studies,  no.  9 (Fall  1980):  61-79. 


DR.  MANOLY  R.  LUPUL 

On  10  March,  on  a visit  to  Australia, 

Dr.  Lupul  met  with  a representative  group  of 
Australia's  Ukrainian  community  leaders  in 
Sydney,  led  by  Mr.  George  Mencinsky  of  the 
Federation  of  Ukrainian  Organizations  in 
Australia  (FUDA) . The  meeting  was  arranged  by 
Dr.  Paulo  Totaro,  chairman  of  the  Ethnic  Affairs 
Commission  of  New  South  Wales.  Topics  discussed 
were  the  possible  initiation  of  Ukrainian  studies 
in  Australia,  the  future  role  of  the  newly  formed 
Federation  for  Ukrainian  Studies  in  Australia, 
the  impact  of  Australia's  multicultural  policy  on 
the  Ukrainian  community,  and  the  similarities  and 
differences  of  life  for  Ukrainians  in  Canada  and 
Australia.  Next  morning,  on  the  invitation  of 
Rev.  Ivan  Shewciw,  Dr.  Lupul  visited  the  parish 
of  St.  Andrew  in  Lidcombe,  a suburb  of  Sydney. 

On  12  March  Dr.  Lupul  was  briefed  in  Canberra 
on  the  federal  government's  implementation  of 
Australia's  multicultural  policy  through  its  new 
multicultural  television  channel  0128,  the  natio- 
nal telephone  interpreter  service,  and  the  schools. 
Among  the  informants  were  Mr.  John  L.Menadue, 
secretary  of  the  Department  of  Immigration  and 
Ethnic  Affairs,  Mr.  Michael  Migus,  assistant 
secretary,  ethnic  affairs  branch,  and  Mr.  T.Z.
